He did not use Dulles' name, bu 


criticized "those who point to wha 
they believe to be the unhappiness 
of the various peoples under So 
viet rule and advocate a policy 
which, placing our hopes on 
the 


possibility of the internal disinte 
gration of Soviet power^woult 
make it the purpose of gover'rimeh 
action to promote such disintcgra 
tion." 


Kennan said such a purpose an* 


policy for the United States would 
not be consistent "with out inter 
national obligations with, a 
corn 


mon membership with other coun 
ries in the United Nations with 
he maintenance of formal diplo 
natic relations with another coun 
ry."

Johnson 
rass should receive nitrogen about 
April 15 when it starts to grow. 
Nitrogen should be applied to fes- 
ue and young White Clover now. 
'he clover will make its own nitro- 
;en later in the season.
